tion 


Supt. Harold Bansur told the board the 


$3 million issue could probably be worked 
into the present bond schedule so there 
would be little if any, increase in the tax 
rate 


He presented charts which showed how 


principal and interest payments on present 
bonds are being spread over more as- 
sessed valuation each year gradually re- 
ducing the bond tax rate. As the assessed 
valuation increases, the rate will continue 
to decrease permitting the board to add a 


new issue without increasing the present 
tax rate. 


Board members were careful to state 


that none of the money can be spent until 
bonding power becomes available.

Jet Noise is Discussed 


A solution to the noise problem created 


by jets landing at Pal-Waukee Airport 
might be in the offing, if meetings set for 
the near future among airport officials, 
Whesling residents and Mayor Ted C. 
Scanlon prove fruitful. 


A meeting last Sunday at the airport 


served to "break some new ground," ac- 
cording to William Rogers. 146 S. Wolf 
Road, who first wrote to airport officials 
and Scanlon about the problem. 


Another meeting will be set up within 


the next week, Scanlon said yesterday. 


Rogers said yesterday that he original- 


ly wrote to Scanlon because he was con- 
cerned about the number of flights that 
take a direct path over his house, both 
coming to and going from the airport. He 
said he asked the village president if the 
number of flights would increase in the 
future. He also questioned the legality of 
airports having planes landing and taking 
of' at the same end of the runway. 


PLANES FROM the airport land over 


Wheeling and also take off over the vil- 
lage, using the airport's jet runway in op- 
posite directions.

them. 


Pnester told the residents 
about a 


$150,000 instrument landing system which 
the airport hopes to purchase within the 
next few years to keep planes from flying 
low over the village, especially in bad 
weather according to Scanlon and Ro- 
gers. 


The system would serve the runway that 


points in the direction of the Meadowbrook 
subdivision and several Dist. 21 schools in 
Wheeling. 


The landing strip will be marked to noti- 


fy pilots to maintain a higher elevation on 
approach, FAA officials said. 


THE II.S SYSTEM works through a sys- 


tem of radio beams which pilots follow 
into the airport. 


Currently, the airport can do nothing but 


scold pilots who do fly low over the vil- 
lage, and keep reminding them about 
maintaining the heights," Rogers said. 


He said he also learned Sunday that the

Referendum Set 
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Adlai Stevenson High School voters will 


be asked to approve a $3 million bond is- 
sue on Sept. 20. The money will be used to 
build two additions which will raise stu- 
dent capacity from 800 to more than 1,500. 


At a special meeting Monday night, the 


board decided to lump two proposed addi- 
tions into one package. The first addition, 
totalling about $2,200,000, will add 45,000 
square feet of academic and physical edu- 
cation space and raise pupil capacity to 
1,200. 


A second addition, which probably will 


be started before the first is completed, 
will add more classrooms and raise stu- 
dent capacity to 1,500. It would cost about 
$800,000. 


ENROLLMENT projections 
presented 


by the administration earlier this year in- 
dicated Stevenson will exceed 800 students, 
the present building capacity, by the end 
of the 1960-70 school year and will be over 
1,000 by the fall of 1971, the proposed com- 
pletion date of the initial $2,200,000 addi- 
tion 


Supt. Harold Banser told the board the 


$.1 million issue could probably be worked 
into the present bond schedule so there 
would be little if any, increase in the tax 
rate 


He presented charts which showed how 


principal and interest payments on present 
bonds are being spread over more as- 
sessed valuation each year gradually re- 
ducing the bond tax rate. As the assessed 
valuation increases, the rate will continue 
to decrease permitting the board to add a 


new issue without increasing the present 
tax rate. 


Board members were careful to state 


that none of the money can be spent until 
bonding power becomes available. The Illi- 
nois Constitution limits school boards to 5 
per cent of the total assessed valuation of 
the district for bonding purposes 


AT PRESENT, Dist. 125 has slightly less 


than$l million available in bonding power. 
However, because of anticipated increases 
in assessed valuation and retirement of 
current bonds, bonding power is expected 
to surpass $2 million by early spring. An- 
other million will probably be available 
sometime in 1973. 


Most of the present increase in assessed 


valuation is coming from home building 
particularly in the Buffalo Grove area 
where Levitt and Sons expect to complete 
800 homes by the end of 1970. 


These same homes are adding students 


at the rate of about one for every three 
houses. Lincolnshire, Hawthorne 
Woods 


and Long Grove developments ar also con- 
tributing increases in assed valuation and 
students, but in somewhat smaller fig- 
ures. 


The board agreed to meet with the citi- 


zen's advisory committee Thursday to 
work out plans for the Sept. 20 referen- 
dum. 


In other action the board spent more 


than two hours examining suggestions by 
Finance Committee Chairman Robert An- 
derson, for trimming the education fund 
budget. Final decision on the 1969-70 budg- 
et will be made at the annual budget 
meeting set for B p.m., August 18.

Trausch and Kimsey were qualified for 
the job, but the Wheeling Police Depart- 
ment decided to retain Kimsey in his pre- 
sent position and let Trausch take over 
Homeyer's duties, according to Wheeling 
Police Chief M. 0. Horcher. 


"OF COURSE, THE LAW must be up- 


held," said Trausch, "but my job will be 
mainly to counsel the students. Young law- 
breakers must be shown compassion and 
understanding and an effort should be 
made to rehabilitate them. They shouldn't 
simply be booked and stuck in jail." 


Trausch wants to work closely with the 


parents in his position, because, "parents 
have a great deal of influence over their 
children's behavior and attitudes." 


Trauseh said he plans to get advice from 


school officials and other police officers in 
how to best carry out his duties but he has 
several ideas of his own in mind which he 
is considering. 


One would be to start a "cadet pro- 


gram" in which high school seniors and 
possibly juniors would assist police in 
their work. 


"This wouldn't be anything like the in- 


vestigative work done by the characters in 
the 'Mod Squad' television show, though," 
Trausch explained. 


"Instead, they could be on the lookout 


for possible problems around the school. 
The cadets who were interested in going 
into police work as a career could also get 
valuable insight into what an officer really 
does," he said. 


TRAUSCH SAID HE hasn't talked to 


WHS administrators yet about the project 


and doesn't know their opinions of the 
idea. 


He added that he also would like to par- 


ticipate in sports activities with WHS 
youths, perhaps playing baseball and foot- 
ball with them when he is not on duty.

Manager Post Deadline Here

Today is the deadline for submitting ap- 


plications for the village manager position 
in Hoffman Estates, and village officials 
expect to start interviewing 
candidates 


within the next 15 days. 


Village trustees have not made a deci- 


sion as to how many applicants they will 
interview or how much money will be 
spent bringing applicants to the area, 
Trustee Virginia Hayter told the Herald 
yesterday. 


"I don't know how many resumes we 


have in so far," she said, "We haven't 
really decided if we're going to interview 
everyone who submits a resume or choose 
a number to interview on the basis of their 
resumes." 


Salary for the new manager will be be- 


tween $14.000 and $18,000 per year — prob- 
ably nearer the higher figure. At $18,000 
per year, the manager would draw $1,500 
per month. 


Neither have the trustees decided ex- 


actly what the manager's duties will be, 
Mrs. Hayter said. 


IN HER OPINION, he would "be like a 


superintendent of schools." A list of duties 
the manager will assume, in Mrs. Hay- 
ter's viewpoint, includes monitoring the 
procedures used by each village depart- 
ment, formulating a description of each 
job in the village, helping to plan the new 


municipal building, helping draft budgets 
and appropriations for the village, eval- 
uating buying procedures and reviewing 
current city ordinances. 


Village managers sometimes get in- 


volved in politics, and it is Mrs. Hayter's 
opinion that the manager should be a per- 
son who can remain immune to the politi- 
cal aspects of village operations. "I am 
looking for an individual who would stand 
up and say, 'Stop it,' if this started to hap- 
pen. He is going to have to be almost a 
Solomon," she said. 


The village decided that the manager 


position would be better for Hoffman Es- 
tates than a full-time president or mayor 
as was chosen by Schaumburg for several 
reasons. 


"HOFFMAN ESTATES always has had 


a strong two-party system," Mrs. Hayter 
said. "There could be difficulties in having 
a mayor too strongly entrenched in his 
party. Continuity in administration would 
suffer and could be damaging to village 
business," she said. 


Another reason is the fact that the kind 


of people living in Hoffman Estates are 
not in the position to take out four years 
from their jobs and become mayor for 
that time, she said. "A young businessman 
would stand to lose a lot in advancement 
in his company if he just quit for four 


years," she noted. 


Third, the village is sprawling and lacks 


a cohesiveness that would lend itself to 
one elected official for the entire area. 
Mrs. Hayter added. There is not one cen- 
ter which the village revolves around 
which could serve as a political base. 


Trustees thus decided that one full-time 


person unmvolved in politics would best 
serve the needs of the village. 


Village officials share the hope that the 


new manager can start work by October. 
Mrs. Hayter said

Hoffman Pool Running in Red 


Although the 
Hoffman Estates .swim- 


ming pool has netted more than $3,000 
over last year's total income with one 
month left in Hie summer, the financial 
picture of the poo] still is not rosy.

haphazardly on the streets Raymond Jopl- 
m an undergraduate student of ceramic 
engineering, has found a way to make 
them part of the road 


Joplm crushed several hundred soda bot- 


tles and mixed the fragments with as- 
phalt He used the mixture to patch a hole 
in a campus parking lot 


Dr Delbert Day, Joplm's instructor, 


said "We've gone out of our way to drive 
over the patch as much as possible It has 
stood up under traffic and bad weather It 
weais as well as the limestone-asphalt 
combination and there's absolutely no 
haim to tires " 


Limestone has been the traditional ma- 


terial to mix with asphalt, but Day says 
using broken bottles could be a double sav- 
ing to cities 


It would save the city a considerable

KXI'RKSSINCi TIIK SAMK concern that 


the resolution should have been submitted 
to congregations in a referendum, as it 
was in the ALC, the Rev. Theodore Braem 
of Immanuel, Palatine, nevertheless fa- 
vored the action )>ecau.se "we're all Lu- 
theran." 


Tlie Rev. Roger Pittelko's reacted to the 


decision: "It's about time!" Pastor of the 
Lutheran Church of the Holy Spirit, Elk 
Grove Village, Rev. Pittellco observed that 
the need for this action has been "obvious 
since 1931! when we declared fellowship 
with the old ALC synod but it wasn't car- 
ried out." 


He ventured to guess that the Missouri 


Synod will "probably move toward the 
LCA (Lutheran Church in America) 
third and more liberal synod in the fu- 
ture." 


Equally jubilant was the Rev. Carl 


Thrun of Trinity, Falling Meadows. "I 
praise God!" he said. His hope is that the 
fellowship will "do things not only for Lu- 
therans but for all Christians in the 
world." 


TIIK DIVISION bridged by the resolu- 


tion has been, according to Rev. Thrun, 
"line of history more than of theology." He 
explained that when the first immigrants 
moved to the United States, synods "came 
about through local situations and a gener- 
al isolationist, cultural withdrawal philoso- 
phy." 


"Confessionally and doctrinally," he re- 


marked, "we have always been in fellow- 
ship with the ALC." He added, "Great 
things will have to happen because of the 
united front." He expects to see "easier 


relations and less conscience-stricken in- 
termingling." 


The resolution is "an important step" 


and "a goal for all Christians," as far as 
the Rev. Herman Noll, Our Redeemer Lu- 
theran Church in Prospect Heights, is con- 
cerned. He saw th« two churches "see eye 
to eye on many facets of doctrine." 


L«ss confident about the decision was 


the Rev. Allen Kedder of Immanuel in Des 
Plaines. He said he has "mixed emotions" 
and "time only will tell." 


He shared the doubts of the delegates 


who voted against the resolution at the 
convention. 


The Rev. Edmund Nieting of Calvary, 


Wood Dale, was a delegate. He reported 
some of the arguments that were raided. 


HE SAID THAT while it was "possible 


to make this top-level agreement, many 
members of seminary faculties are not in 
agreement on the doctrines of scripture." 
One of the major controversies at the aca- 
demic level, he said, is the inerrancy of 
the Bible. Some ALC professors doubt its 
historical authenticity while most Missouri 
scholars adhere to the infallibility doc- 
trine. 


A practical question which delegates 


pointed out, Nieting said, is the relation- 
ship of the two church bodies to lodges. 
Although neither synod condones fraternal 
orders, the ALC takes a more flexible 
stand on the issue. The Missouri church 
strictly forbids its members to belong to 
such organizations, and many feared that 
this position would be compromised by a 
rapproachement with the ALC. 


However, Rev. Nieting was "pleased 


with the resolution," which he said is the 
"culmination of discussions which have 
been going on for over 20 years." 


Of course, the reaction of ALC pastors 


was one of universal joy over an action 
they had been seeking for a long time. The 
Rev. 
Nolan Watson, assistant pastor of St. 


Mark Lutheran Church (ALC) in Mount 
Prospect, summed up the situation: 


"We believe we're not 'Lutherans' but 


Christians: our understanding of scripture 
and theology is similar enough that we 
ought to be able to worship together."

Explorers Go Professional 


HONOLULU (UPI) — You won't find 


Hawaii's Explorer Scouts rubbing two 
sticks together or pitching a tent in the 
wilderness 


They're busy learning about medicine, 


broadcasting, hotel management, banking, 
the aircraft industry, police work, seaman- 
ship and a variety of other professions and 
trades. 


It's all part of a national effort by (he 


Boy Scouts of America to give scouting a 
"contemporary" outlook In Hawaii, some 
1,450 youngsters ages 14 and older are par- 
ticipating with 40 different agencies. 


Local scout officials have heard the pro- 


gram piaised by the youths, agencies in- 
volved and educators who see it as an out- 
of-class extension of the educational pro- 
cess. 


For the youngsters involved, the Explor- 


er program gives them the chance to try 
out a job before committing themselves to 
it. 


For Isaac V. Gusukuma, Ifi, Honolulu 


the Exploier program at Straub Clinic in- 
tensified his desire to become a doctor 


"The program helped me see the differ- 


ent fields and aspects of medicine," Gusu- 
kuma said ' I knew that a medical educa- 
tion would be long and expensive, but I 
never knew how long nor how expensive " 


Gustikuma, who will be attending the 


University of Hawaii in the fall, said he 


had neither the lime nor the inclination for 
scouting when he was younger 


"But the Explorer program has real 


practical value for me," Gusukuma said 
"When I first entered I thought maybe I'd 
like to become a doctor, and the program 
has really strenthened that desire " 


Gusukuma said the group, which met 


twice a month, "visited the radiology de- 
partment 
and learned to take elec- 


trocardiographs, went through the matern- 
ity wards and saw films on childbirth, 
toured labs and were always able to ask 
questions to an interested doctor. 


Explorers at a Honolulu television sta- 


tion wrote, directed and filmed a 30-min- 
ute color documentary, "Horizons Unlimit- 
ed," about Hawaii's Explorer program. 


Claude T Yamamoto, a staff adviser for 


the Explorers program, attributed its suc- 
cess to its "contemporary outlook." He 
said many youngsters have gone on to en- 
ter fields they were originally exposed to 
as Explorers 


"We give these youths real life work tx- 


perience under the direction of top men in 
the field who have volunteered their ser- 
vices," Yamomoto said. 


"So often young people have no idea 


what they want to do " 


"We give these youths real life work ex- 
"We realized that many youngsters lost 


interest in traditional scouting activities 


such as camping once they reached their 
teens," said Yamomoto "So Boy Scouts of 
America took a survey to determine what 
teen-agers wanted, and the answer was m- 
depth work experience."

costumcr to mail him advertising in a 
form letter containing no lurid language 
and no pictures. 


"Having gotten permission," Erlenborn 


says "the seller may send as much adver- 
tising as he pleases. Without permission, 
he risks a penitentiary sentence if he puts 
the offensive material into the mail. 


"I BELIEVE THIS bill is constitutional, 


and by pulling the burden of getting per-

The village of Roselle is seeking 
legal proceeding to force the removal of 
the hazard. 


"The village will not destroy the founda- 


tion 
until 
the 
legal 
gioundwork 
is 


straight," Robert Frantz, village presi- 
dent, said Tuesday. 


THE VILLAGE was waiting for a sum- 


mons to be served on the owner of the 
property, John Pelikan of Des Plaines, to 
force him to put up a fence or remove the 
hazard. After sever?! reported attempts, 
DuPage County sheriff's deputies finally 
served the summons late last week. 


Frantz said yesterday, following village 


legal opinion, that Pelikan has 15 days 
from being served to remedy the situation 
in accord with state laws. After that, he 
said, the village can get a court order and 
destroy and fill-in the foundation. 


"Despite what is being said the village 


will wait until that court order can be ob- 
tained to avoid any legal suits in repercus- 
sion," he said. 


Pelikan has no telephone in Des Plaines 


and couldn't be reached for comment 
Wednesday or yesterday. His attorney, 
Bernard Wiczer of Chicago, was also un- 
available yesterday but was scheduled to 
return a Register call as soon as he was 
available. 


A SUITABLE fence around the property 


would satisfy the village, Frantz said, if 
installed by Pelikan, who must still be 
liable for accidents. 


Two contractors involved in law suits 


against Pelikan and his general con- 
tractor, Lucas Construction, are Barnes 
Excavating Inc. of Bloomingdale and D 
and B Construction of Palatine. 


Curt Barnes said yesterday that the situ- 


ation is in the hands of his insurance com- 
pany. There is some work left to be done 
on the foundation but it won't be, he said, 
and no one has received payment on work 
already done and probably won't. 


"It is just one of those unfortunate situ- 


ations and has been blown out of propor- 
tion," he said. "The ground there is very 
poor, however, which is some of the prob- 
lem." 


Gerald DeBruyne, of D and B Construc- 


tion Co. said yesterday his foundation was 
poured better than even United States gov- 
ernment standards, which are the most 
strict. 


"I have taken boring of the concrete and 


had them tested," he said. "They prove 
out I wasn't at fault and the concrete sup- 
plier, Vulcan Materials, isn't either." 


"THE MAN RUNNING the backfiller 


should have known better too than t3 back- 
fill against the foundation when he did (re- 
portedly too soon) and with what he used 
(reportedly watery soil)," DeBruyne said. 


The village has teen keeping water 


pumped out of the foundation so no one 
wit drown. One pump has already been 
reportedly burned out. 


According to the village, the foundation 


was poured this spring when the ground 
was thawing. The foundation 
cracked 


when or after it was backfilled with dirt 
and problems have resulted ever since. 


Mrs. William A. Cochrum, 662 Hazel 


Court, Roselle, lives right next to the foun- 
dation and has four children. 


"When the hole was first dug last year, >

For Paving? 


ROLLA, Mo. (UPD—No driver likes to 


roll his car over broken bottles in the 
street, but a discovery by a student at the 
University of Missouri at Rolla may have 
everyone driving on broken bottles. 


The broken bottles won't be scattered 


haphazardly on the streets. Raymond Jopl- 
in, an undergraduate student of ceramic 
engineering, has found a way to make 
them part of the road. 


Joplin crushed several hundred soda bot- 


tles and mixed the fragments with as- 
phalt. He used the mixture to patch a hole 
in a campus parking lot. 


Dr. Delbert Day, Joplin's instructor, 


said: "We've gone out of our way to drive 
over the patch as much as possible. It has 
stood up under traffic and bad weather. It 
wears as well as the limestone-asphalt 
combination and there's absolutely no 
harm to tires." 


Limestone has been the traditional ma- 


terial to mix with asphalt, but Day says 
using broken bottles could be a double sav- 
ing to cities. 


It would save the city a considerable 


amount of money by allowing it to use 
glass refuse for street mixtures rather 
than shelling out money to dispose of the 
glass and buying limestone and gravel for 
streets, he said. 


The next test for the new paving mate- 


rial will be a 600-foot long and 20-foot wide 
strip of pavement on the Rolla campus. 
The strip will be tested for durability, 
ski-resistance and wear on tires. 


If the test and other such tests prove as 


successful as the patch in the parking lot, 
American motorists in many cities may be 
driving over broken bottles.

General Hospital, we do not see the need

Lietins added that the hospital wouldn't 


treat the physical end of alcoholism at all 
and would only treat the underlying symp- 
toms. 


Forest Hospital has no plans for an alco- 


holism center in the future. 


Jack Ryon, public relations director for 


Northwest Community Hospital stated that 
the hospital wouldn't admit an alcoholic 


"IF HE HAD cirrhosis of the liver or 


was involved in an automobile accident, 
he would be admitted — but not simply as 
an alcoholic. 


"Our 
most immediate need is acute 


short-stay beds." 


Miss Robin Leach, public relations di- 


rector for St. Alexis Hospital, said that the 
hospital considers alcoholism a mental 
health problem. 


Mrs. Catherine Malloy, director of the 


social services department, said, "The al- 
coholic would be admitted as a medical 
problem and the medical aspects would be 
treated. 


"But we do not have the specialized 


staff to handle the complex problem. We 
would hope that the doctor who assigned 
him here would later refer him to a place 
like Lutheran General Hospital." 


St. Alexis will open a new psychiatric 


unit in September and its admission pol- 
icies towards alcoholics will be the same 
as it is now — treat the emergency medi- 
cal aspects and hope the doctor refers him 
elsewhere.

He said authorities are reluctant 
to go to the trouble of moving an entire 
cemetery to make way for a road, so the 
pet cemetery is out of danger.

the animal." 


Markers are available at both places for 


an additional fee. 


The markers often contain epitaphs to 


pets from their owners and can cost any- 
where from $50 up. 


Some of the markers carry such phrases 


as "our baby," "faithful and devoted," 
"loved and loving" or "Peanuts — a lor- 
dly black cat with majesty and soul." 


Some of the most unusual animals bur- 


ied in the cemeteries include a pair of 
hamsters and two horses. 


Barcroft says he is subject to continual 


harassment by his friends. "One day," he 
says, "a man called and asked if he could 
bury his jackass, Romeo. I thought it was 
one of my friends pulling a practical joke 
and make a smart remark. I regretted it 
later when I discovered the man 
was 


serious." 


UK ALSO tells the story of the woman 


who called almost in hysterics, saying her 
4-foot long pet boa constrictor had just 
died and she wanted to know how much it 
would cost to bury it. 


When she was told the price, she said 


she would 
talk to her husband, who 


vehemently refused, saying the burial 
would cost too much. 


Notwithstanding the unusual animals 


buried in both cemeteries, the most com- 
mon burials are dogs, followed closely by 
cats and birds 


How does one start a pet cemetery? 
"It just sort of happened," Barcroft 


says. He has worked with human cemeter- 
ies for years and has had several requests 
if family pets could l>c buried in the regu- 
lar cemetery plot. 


"OK COURSE, this is ne"er done," Bar- 


croft said, "But we began to think that a 
separate cemetery for pets might be a 
good idea." 


At Forest Lawn, where over 180 burials 


have already taken place, the graves are 
all at ground level and are landscaped just 
as is the memorial park. 


One lady purchased approximately 10 


lots to plant shrubbery and flowers in the 
shape of a bow to surround her cat's 
grave.

cause it adds so much to the park." 


Forest Lawn has 10 acres set aside for 


the pet cemetery. Barcroft says he wants 
the atmosphere to be informal and rustic, 
looking as little like a cemetery as pos- 
sible, "because people don't like cemeter- 
ies anyway." 


PET HAVEN is a little different. Estab- 


lished in 1951, and purchased by the Fields 
in 1958, the cemetery is behind the main 
house and situated in a large field between 
the barn and the house. Over 1,900 animals 
are buried there. 


At the entrance to Pet Haven is a large 


monument which reads: "No human being 
has the capacity for fidelity and devotion 
as do the pets of our choice." Atop the 
monument is a small stone statute of St. 
Francis of Assisi, patron saint of animals. 


Flowers mark the graves and the grass 


is freshly mowed in both cemeteries. 


Love for animals and an understanding 


of those who also love animals is the key 
to the people who own pet cemeteries — 
"Why else would we do it?" Mrs. Fields 
asks.

Regarded as crucial for the development 


of 1,000 acres of land along Itasca's north- 
ern boundary, the $700,000 Prospect-Thorn- 
dale sanitary sewer project is nearing for- 
mal settlement. 


Although a written agreement had not 


yet been prepared, conclusion to some- 
times agonizing negotiations was an- 
nounced earlier this week by Itasca vil- 
lage Pros Wilbert H. Nottke. 


Nottke has given the agreement his 


blessings, and forecast Aug. 19 village 
board action on a plan under which the 
Central Manufacturing District would pro- 
vide funds for the sewer line, and be reim- 
bursed from sewer tap-on fees. 


"This project is coming to final con- 


tract," 
Nottke 
told 
the 
Register on 


Wednesday, "and will be of great benefit 
to the greater Itasca area." 


IN A MEMO to vacationing village Atty. 


Lawrence Traeger, the village president 
outlined what action had been taken in ne- 
gotiations. 
"Please give the Prospect- 


Thorndale sewer project top priority in vil- 
lage of Itasca affairs," Nottke wrote. 


Nottke directed Traeger to meet with 


Jack A. Rearick, attorney for CMD, "on 
the drawing of the new and I hope final 
contract." 


The memo was dated July 29. 
Settlement 
with CMD trustee James 


Donovan, which was announced Tuesday 
morning, marked the conclusion of 10 
months of talks on the project, and in a 
"synopsis of the meeting," Nottke re- 
viewed the recent history of the negotia- 
tions. 


On July 6, Nottke wrote, "Itasca was 


presented an 11-page contract from CMD 
that 
was totally unacceptable and re- 


jected." 


THE FOLLOWING DAY, Itasca village 


board members "spent three hours going 
over the contract, adding changes and re- 
visions." 


Two days later, on July 9, "The village 


attorney (Traeger) wrote a five-page let- 
ter indicating the needed corrections in 
the contract. In addition (he) had a 
lengthy meeting (with) CMD representa- 
tives covering the points." 


Then, on July 13. "CMD presented Itas- 


ca a revised contract with a totally differ- 
ent appraiich to the project and financing. 
Nottke wrote that on July 16, he contacted 
CMD officials. Jsked for another meeting, 
and "spoke to the new and unacceptable 
parts of the latest contract.'' 


THAT APPARENTLY is reference to 


what the village believed to be interest 
charges, retention of title by CMD, and 
control of tap-ons; CMD leaders said the 
impression was unintentional. 


On July 22, Nottke wrote in the memo. 


"Received a five-page letter from village 
attorney commenting on the latest con- 
tract, 
pointing out discrepancies and 


needed changes to make the contract ac- 
ceptable." 


The village president did not elaborate 


on the contents of the exchanges of letters. 


Two days later, Nottke wrote. "The Itas- 


ea board ot trustees met in an emergency- 
special meeting to discuss the July 15 pro- 
posed contract for the Prospect-Thorndale 
Sewer, and to review the July 22 letter 
from the village attorney. 


"THE C'ONSENSL'S was that the con- 


tract as drawn could not be accepted. The 
10 per cent interest rate and the non-con- 
tribution or share by CMD could not possi- 
bly be considered. 


"It was felt that the previous months of 


negotiating were lost and that we were 
growing further apart. Trustee (Frank) 
Atkinson brought out the fact that Itasca 
has a million dollar expansion program 
under way on its treatment plant. Because 
the village is providing this expanded fa- 
cility also for the benefit of CMD, 'there 
should be some give on their part ' " 


On July 25, the Monday meeting was ar- 


ranged with Donovan, and on Monday, 
verbal accord was reached. 


Nottke, who had harsh words for CMD 


officials earlier, stressed the cooperation 
extended by the industrial developer. 


".MR. DONOVAN'S attitude was that 


they want to be good neighbors or resi- 
dents of Itasca: they have always wished 
to pay their fair share or contribution," 
Nottke wrote in the memo 


"On the latest contract, the intent was 


not to charge 10 per cent interest and the 
idea of no participation in the co.st on their 
part was not correct. Mr. Donovan's atti- 


tude revived the CMD attitude of the pa-;, 
and once again gave me the fine feeling of 
cooperation. 


"We were in agreement in all phases of 


the project, and now we need merely rely 
on the attorneys to put the contract in 
proper words and form. 


"O\ AUG. 4," Nottke continued. "Vil- 


lage Atty Traeger 
i after his vacation) 


will be requested to arrange a meeting 
with Jack Rearick to draw the final agree- 
ment for presentation and possible pa?- 
sage at the regular meeting of the Itasca 
board of trustees on Aug. 19." 


An ordinance passed earlier, which 


would have established permission to lev v 
for village cost of the project, may "in due 
time" be rescinded by the village board. 


Nottke said that while the intent on the 


part of the prj^ent board was not to tax 
residents, the means is there for future 
boards. 


NOTTKE TOM) the Register earlier this

"We've simply run out of spaw," Polite 


Chief Jack McCiann told the Register. 
"Paperwork piles up because we have no 
place to put it. In our jack-of-all trades 
room we haw cabinet on top of cabinet 
ami it still docs not alleviate the problem. 
<'onsi'<|iiently the place always lakes on a 
clut'crcd appearance." 


"Our biggest problem." McGann contin- 


ued, 
"is that we have no jail cells. If 


someone lias to be arrested the only thing 
we can do is handcuff him to a chair until 
we can transport them to the county jail 
or the Hoselle jail." 


AT TIMES, arrested personnel take 


matters into thi'ir own hands, as they rush 


DIII the door and onto Irving Park Road 
while still handcuffed to a chair. "I once 
had to chase a guy three or four blocks

have had to do the same thing." 


Another problem faced by McGann and 


his .staff is that police operations are ham- 
pered when arrested personnel have to be 
transported to the county or Roselle jails. 
"Instead of providing police protection to 
(he citizens of Wood Dale, we have to run 
iin informal transporting service whenever 
we arrest someone." McGann added. 


There is some consolation for Wood Dale 


police in that the new village hall to be at 
Wood Dale and Center streets, could be 
completed as early as January. 


Plans for the hall include the utilization 


of the entire basement for the police de- 
partment, a total of approximately 4,000 
square feet. The present building, which 
the police share with the Wood Dale Li- 
brary, contains about 400 square feet of 
working space for the department. 


THE NEW FACILITY will contain an in- 


formation desk, a radio room, a locker 
room, an interrogation room, a juvenile 
detention room, a record room, two cells, 
an office for the police chief and space for 
a pistol range. 


This compares with the present informa- 


tion desk, a jack-of-all trades room and a 
cramped chief's office. 


"It will be a welcome change," McGann 


concludes, "and will come none too soon."

A bill to curtail the flow of obscene and 


sexually provocative advertising through 
the mails was introduced by Rep. John N. 
Erlenborn (K-14th Dist.). 


Peddlers of this typo of advertising will 


have to get permission of a prospective 
co.stumer to mail him advertising in a 
form letter containing no lurid language 
and no pictures. 


"Having gotten permission." Erlenborn 


saj's "the seller may send as much adver- 
tising as he pleases. Without permission, 
he risks a penitentiary sentence' if he puts 
the offensive material into the mail. 


"I BELIEVE THIS bill is constitutional, 


and by putting the burden of getting per- 
mission on the smut peddlers, I believe it 
will be effective — it will reduce the flow 
of obscene mail to a trickle." 


Erlcnborn feels "Our present law on the 


mailing of sex-oriented advertising isn't 
gutting the job done." 


People offended by "filthy, degrading, 


crude advertisements may notify the post- 
master that they will not accept any more 
mail from that particular advertiser. In 
the meantime, however, they may find 
themselves on other mailing lists," he ex- 
plained.

The Way We See It 
More Help Needed 


Alcoholism is an acute illness 


which affects many in the suburbs 
and throughout the metropolitan 
area. Its treatment requires skillful 
medical attention Yet the avail- 
ability of help in the Northwest sub- 
urbs is definitely unsatisfactory. 


These facets of the problem were 


revealed in a three-part series on al- 
coholism which appeared recently 
in Paddock Publications. 


Consider these facts: The Chicago 


Alcoholism Council estimates there 
are 250,000 alcoholics in the metro- 
politan Chicago area Many of them 
live in the Northwest suburbs. Lu- 
t h e r a n General Hospital, Park 
Ridge, the only hospital in our area 
set up to treat alcoholics, has 75 
beds available for such treatment. 
The waiting list for treatment is pre- 
sently more than 50; Lutheran Gen- 
eral has had a waiting list since it 
opened the treatment center in 1960 


The average stay of alcoholic 


patient at Lutheran General is 30 
days There are only two other alco- 
holism treatment centers in the en- 
tire metropolitan area. 


Yet, according to an official of Lu- 


theran General "It is highly unusu- 
al for a general hospital to have a 
large alcoholism treatment center 
Many hospitals won't even admit 
patients who are diagnosed as alco- 
holics simply because they don't 
know what to do with them." 


Staff Writer Murray Dubin, who 


did the three-part Paddock series on 
alcoholism, has surveyed for a sto- 
ry appearing in this edition, area 
hospitals as how they handle alco- 
holics. With the exception of Luther- 
an General, none of the hospitals 
contacted had alcoholism centers or 
alcohol treatment facilities. The 
reasons for this lack were varied: 
Alcoholism isn't presently on the 
priority list; there are no special- 
ized staffs 
to handle the com- 


plexities of alcoholism; their imme- 
diate needs were short-stay beds; 
the emergency aspects of alcohol- 
ism, such as cirrhosis of the liver, 
were treated but there were no facil- 
ities for long-term treatment. 


No one can .suggest that alcohol- 


ism should take priority in general 
hospitals over treatment of such ill- 
nesses as cancer and heart disease. 
Or that area hospitals have the 
funds or the space to set up com- 
plete alcoholic treatment centers 
such as the one at Lutheran Gener- 
al. 


But, as one official at Lutheran 


General pointed out, there are some 
things other area hospitals can do to 
help like handling the acute, drying- 
out stages of alcoholism, which is a 
medical problem. Or, if unable to 
provide beds for this initial phase of 
treatment, they might open hospital 
meeting rooms to such groups as Al- 
coholics Anonymous and for region- 
al alcoholic information centers 
which the Chicago Council on alco- 
holism would like to set up all 
through the Northwest suburbs. 


Until such services can be pro- 


vided at local hospitals, many of the 
area's acutely ill alcoholics will con- 
tinue to wait in a 
line that 


doesn't get any shorter for their par- 
ticular priority.

storefront headquarters a symbol of the 
successful Lindsay campaign, so much so 
that H attracted national publicity. 


With this frame of past reference, I 


wasn't prepared for the suburban-type 
campaign headquarters opening 
party 


Yale Roe threw Saturday As it turned out 
I wasn't prepared for the whole afternoon. 


I quickly learned there are few old aban- 


doned stores candidates can rent here in 
the Northwest suburbs 


Roe's headquarters were in the Clayton 


House Motel. Wheeling, hard by Pal- 
waukee Airport. I entered a lobby, went 
down a hallway - I fett like I was at a 
convention — examining "Yale Roe for 
Congress" signs on the walls, came out a 
door and there was the headquarters open- 
ing - apoolsldeparty!

Campaign headquarters openings East-

turned out, was there for publicity picture 
posing Along with another girl in a bath- 
ing suit, she was asked to pose pretending 
to throw Yale Roe into the swimming pool. 


I had been following Roe's campaign 


closely and found myself philosophically in 
agreement witli him on much of what he 
had to say on such is-sues as disarmament 
and getting our troops out of Vietnam. 
Now, here he was in the flesh, pretending 
to be tossed into a swimming pool by two 
girls' 


ANOTHER POSED PICTURE, which

Ed Murnane, one of our city editors who 
had accompanied me to the opening, and 
said, "Will the caption read, 'Is Yale Roe

Roe, a 40-year-old broadcasting execu- 


tive from Winnotka who is one of numer- 
ous candidates running in the Repubhan 
primary for the 13th Congressional nomi- 
nation, came over to where we were 
standing He suggested we do a story on 
how he's such a maverick Republican who 
is rallying a people's crusade around his 
independent banner He claimed he was 
beginning to generate a Gene McCarthy- 
type campaign. 


"Oh?" I asked, gazing around the pool 


at what were mainly older people, a few of 
them weanng bathing suits and lolling in 
poolside chairs. "Are you getting the for- 
mer McCarthy kids into your campaign?"

CPUSA-50 And Still Waiting

NEW YORK (UPI) Fifty years after 


its founding, the Communist Party, USA, 
is still waiting confidently for a working 
class revolt that will end in the conversion 
of America to Soviet-style socialism. 


Ironically, 
the 
party 
is directing 


fa efforts toward the same blue collar 
workers among whom George C. Wallace 
sought support In his Third Party race for 
president in 1988. 


Polls Indicated that Wallace made some 


inroad* among union members early in his 
campaign but that much of this support 
collapsed under intense pressure from na- 
tional labor leaders who stressed the low 
wage* in hi* home state of Alabama. 


The Communist party blames the Wall- 


ace sentiment on a racist tendency which 
It said has to be eliminated from the La- 
bor Movement. 


But the party Mid In the program 


adopted at It* convention here this spring 


that it is encouraged by other signs it sees 
in the labor movement 


The platform cited these signs—frequent 


rejection by the rank-and-file of contracts 
negotiated by union leaders, movements to 
gain greater autonomy for union locals, 
opposition to the Viotnam War by union 
members and challenges to union dis- 
crimination by "black caucuses " 


The document, adopted by some 275 


delegates who assembled for the party's 
19th convention at the Towers Hotel in 
Brooklyn Heights April 30-May 3 dis- 
counted the argument that blue collar 
workers are becoming so affluent they are 
moving to the suburbs instead of plotting 
revolutions 


"Since 1965 real wages have stagnated 


or gone down," the program said "Taxes 
and prices continue to rise . \ . and since 
every indication is that the cost of at- 
tempted world domination will continue to 
ri.se, it may be assumed that the squeeze 
will continue to be tightened " 


The delegates to the convention, as far 


as they could be observed going to and 
from the hotel ballroom, appeared to run 
the gamut from sedate elderly men and 
women to youths wearing beards and blue 
jeans. 


The proceedings inside the ballroom 


were closed to newsmen—even ttiose from 
Tass, the Russian News Agency. Periodic 
progress reports on the convention were 
given to newsmen by General Secretary 
Gus Hall, who reported unanimity or near 
unanimity among the delegates in approv- 
ing the Russian intervention in Czech- 
oslovakia and condemning Red China for 
"provocations" against the Soviets. 


Nonetheless, the party admits in the pro- 


gram it adopted that the left is divided on 
some issues. 


The party has done some agonizing over 


the New Left and the refusal of many 
young activists 
to embrace the work- 


ing class.

Illinois' governor is looking to the future 


probably with no little expectations after 
his revolutionary revenue-raising income 
tax has crashed the Supreme Court bar- 
rier and today begins to accumulate that 
estimated $765 million state revenue. 


This comes as something of a boon to 


state and local progress as it helps replen- 
ish empty coffers for social services 
around the state. Although the amounts 
are comparatively small, nevertheless the 
principle of tax-sharing has been estab- 
lished for all counties and municipalities 
And if a judgment is permissible in the

light of an expanding urbanization in Illi- 
nois, this tax-sharing is bound to grow. 


COUNTY AND local officials 
every- 


where tell us problems of health, trans- 
portation, sewage disposal, drainage have 
become regional in a mass urban popu- 
lation. They must have priorities but are 
beyond the ability of any local govern- 
mental unit to solve no matter how great 
the tax structure. 


There is no way of knowing by what le- 


gal reasoning the justices arrived at their 
decision upholding constitutionality, since 
the written ruling is yet to come They 
were still operating under the old revenue- 
raising restrictions said to be written into 
the present century-old state Constitution. 


This gives pause to ask what are the 


premises for a decision of this kind. 
Learned lawyers had for years said it 
couldn't be done, and political con- 
servatives had even placed barriers in the 
way of changing the Constitution and 


amending the revenue article. This was to 
preserve the status quo in the face of 
change. 


Yet the people whom they relied on the 


most to keep the gates locked in the face 
of social and economic change are the 
people who unlocked those gates — the Il- 
linois Supremo Court justices. 


THE TRt'lH IS that the world is under- 


going a far reaching scientific and tech- 
nological revolution greater in its impact 
than any revolution Karl Marx ever envis- 
ioned. It affects the whole society — so- 
cial, economic, political — and is moving 
torward with ever increasing momentum. 


Thus the disposition of wealth, the dis- 


tribution of taxes, the relations and equal- 
ity of opportunity of citizens and their obli- 
gations have to be reviewed and most like- 
ly revised. 


So the accusation that judicial decisions 


are social and economic decisions as well 
as political is probably correct. Ever since 
the New Deal court decisions have been 
challenged because justices are said to 
have read into the Constitution more than 
is there. 


But actually what these jurists were 


saying is that any organic Constitution 
must be interpreted 
to 
accommodate 


change The alternative is a matter of his- 
tory. Chief Justice Taney in the Dred Scott 
decision refused to interpret the nation's 
organic law to accommodate change and 
in doing so precipitated the Civil War. 


SPENGLER IN A notable passage says 


that great historic decisions are often 
made when the choice is to do what is 
necessary or, do nothing To do what is 
necessary solves the problem. To do noth- 
ing aggravates it 


Governor Ogilvie, in his opinion, did 


what was necessary by pushing through 
an income tax to make Illinois fiscally sol- 
vent and capable of meeting new de- 
mands. 


The Illinois Supreme Court concurred in 


this new adventure in revenue-raising to 
meet great and new social needs and in 
doing so rescued state government from 
chaos. 


The fundamental premise in every or- 


ganic law must be the right of survival of 
legally constituted government.

Not exactly 
the picture of a seasoned sailor! 


But the "ship's captain" doesn't mind 


that this newest passenger looks totally 
useless fie has everything under control 
for the "voyage" and, besides, he special- 
ises ui treating friends to such aquatic en- 
tertainment, labor-free. His name is Fred 
Ilinkle. 


As I was welcomed onto this beautiful, 


.'ii'.-foot sedan cruiser, owned by the Hinkle 
f;imily of 600 S. Albert St, Mount Pros- 
prct. I joined hundreds of suburbanites in 
what has become a major summer pre- 
occupation in the U.S. — pleasure boating. 


WIIII.K SOME PEOPLE use their boats 


as vehicles for water-skiing, fishing and 
other activities, the Hinkles enjoy the pure 
sport of boating. They spend every week- 
end on the Hinky-Dink, weather per- 
mitting, taking short cruises south to the 
Chicago River and through the locks and 


north along the shores of Evanston and 
Wilmette. 


Occasionally the family sets off on long- 


er trips, favorite excursion points being 
Starved Rock, III ; Kenosha, Wis.; and 
Sturgeon Bay, Wis. 


On these voyages the Hinkles' twin sons, 


Ralph and Raymond, 21, crew for their 
father, while Anita Hinkle is "chief stew- 
ard" in the galley, which boasts storage; 
space for enough food to feed the six-mem- 
ber family four days. 


THE COMPACT KITCHENETTE tucked 


away in a corner of the cabin consists of a 
gold marine refrigerator, a two-burner al- 
cohol stove, sink and cupboard space 
There Mrs. Hinkle whips up hearty meals 
of lasagne, hamburgers and hot dogs, pan- 
cakes, bacon and eggs. 


Tidying up the olive-carpeted cabin, 


which sleeps six, is a job for the Hinkle 
girls, Elizabeth, 13, and Donna, 10. A for- 
mica-topped table and blue and olive-cush- 
ioned bench seats on the right make up 
into a double bed. Another double bed and 
a bunk are disguised in daytime as seats 
in the bow of the boat and along the left 
side of the cabin. 


A portable head — a toilet like those in 


planes, which is pumped out periodically 


by a specially-equipped service boat in the 
harbor — plus a hot-water shower, com- 
pletes the facilities "below." 


UP ON THE DECK, two high white vin- 


yl-cushioned seats, for skipper and naviga- 
tor, face an instrument panel equipped 
with a ship-to-shore marine radio and tele- 
phone with several emergency channels 
and two regular ones. 


With this telephone, passengers on the 


Hinky-Dink can contact other boats, the 
coast guard and private parties on shore. 
The yacht's standard equipment also in- 
cludes a depth-finder, a compass and a 
120-gallon fuel tank in the maple and oak 
hull. 


As the Hinky-Dink clipped along at a 


maximum speed of about 30 knots, I sat in 
the mahogany-paneled, teak-decked stern 
and talked with Mrs. Hinkle about the 
sport of boating. The Hinkles have been at 
it for eight years, gradually moving up in 
the boat world from their first small out- 
board to this impressive two-engine craft, 
which they just bought this summer. Their 
last boat, which they had for four years, 
was a 31-footer. 


IN THOSE EARLY YEARS they went 


boating on the Chain of Lakes, Fox Lake, 
and down the Fox River. When it "got too 
congested there," Mrs. Hinkle explained, 


they decided to "try Lake Michigan, with 
a larger boat." 


By this time we were approaching Navy 


Pier, and all aboard the Hinky-Dink 
scrambled for cameras to photograph a 
large foreign vessel docked there Our 
academic stimulation for the day was try- 
ing to determine the nationality of the ship 
from its name and flag! 


Another favorite sightseeing excursion, 


according to Mrs. Hinkle, is the annual 
Venetian Nights parade at Monroe Harbor. 
But other than that, they "stick strictly to 
taking kids and friends out, having a good 
time cruising on the lake, and swimming." 
She said they like to take people ou? "to 
see the sights and go through the lotks," 
which was an experience to write home 
about for this reporter! 


A F T E R WATCHING VESSELS go 


through the locks at the "Soo" on several 
occasions, I got a charge out of being on 
the water myself as it first recedes to 
meet the river, and then rises to the level 
of the lake. 


As the boat rocked and rolled in the 


rough, merging waters around the locks, 
Mrs. Hinkle commented that "a lot of 
people get seasick — woozy from the mo- 
tion." But she is always equipped with 
pills to meet this contingency. 


Besides rescuing light headed pai-sen- 


g(>rs with turbulent stomachs, tin- Ilinklr.s 
also have rendered rescue services in 
more serious .situations Tliej recalled one 
occasion last year when ;i sailboat cap 
.si/ed in a storm and the Ilinkv Dink was 
first on UK- scene, pulling all the occupants 
out of the water

population "These facts give the lie to 
those gloomy souls who predict the immi- 
nent collapse of family life in the United 
S'ntes " reports the nonprofit Population 
Reference Bureau of Washington, D.C 


IN \ LOOK at "Tile U.S. Family; a 


Thriving Institution," the bureau reports 
that in 1968, for the first time since the 
post-war boom year in 1946, marriages 
rose above two million. In turn, divorces 
exceeded 500,000, for the first time since 
1946. 


The bureau says that "provisional data 


indicate that about 1.2 million Americans 
were divorced in 1968." The figure went 
over one million in 1946. 


Hardly good news, it adds, but not an 


indication of a crisis in the U.S. family 
"as an institution." 


"A MORE REASONABLE explanation 


is that American couples have become in- 
creasingly disinclined to suffer marriages 
that are unhappy," says the bureau. 


"Furthermore, large numbers of those 


who divorce eventually marry again and 
the proportion who do so each year is 
growing . . . the decision to dissolve a 


specific marriage that has not worked in 
order to try marriage again hardly con- 
stitutes a rejection of the family institution 
as such." 


Why the current boom in marriages? Its 


source lies chiefly in the previous boom of 
the years immediately after World War 
II—the babies of those post-war years are 
the newlyweds today, says the bureau. 


"THEN THERE'S just a general trend 


of more marrying instead of singling one's 
way through life." 


For instance, in 1960, the proportion of 


women aged 45 to 59 who had never mar- 
ried was seven per cent of the feminine 
population. By 1967, it had dropped to five 
per cent. 


"The percentage of nevermarried Amer- 


ican women in the 45-59 age group has 
probably never been as low as it is to- 
day," says the bureau.

At Hall State University in Muncie. Ind., 


where she received a B.A. In education, 
Naomi Stahl. first planned to become a so- 
cial worker Hut she decided against it. 


I thought I would become too person- 


ally, involved in the problems of others, so 
switched to teaching " 


Mrs Stahl smiled as she spoke. Experi- 


ence has taught her that a teacher be- 
comes "wry involved," she confessed. 


\ 
YOUTHFUL appearing 
"over-40," 


who relates to "under-.TO" problems and 
attitudes, this progressive educator lets 
children know she cares how they feel 
about school. 


"Children are eager to learn, and subur- 


ban children are equipped with much 
knowledge when they enter school. A 
teacher's most important job is to insure 
that these children will 'like' school," de- 
clared the attractive brunette, who has 
two children of her own. 


Julie. II. at South Junior High, and Tim, 


8, at Park Elementary, think it's great 


their mom is a teacher. And Mrs. Stahl 
feels she benefits doubly from her dual 
role as mother and teacher. "Having a 
daughter and a son has helped me to be a 
good teacher, and experience with other 
children and their parents keeps me on 
guard as a mother," she acknowledged. 


AN IMPORTANT part of teaching is 


recognizing that children are unusually 
perceptive, claims Naomi. "Kids know 
when you are sincere . . . and when you 
are bluffing." 


Her advice is to be honest with children, 


both in the classroom and at home. And 
this lively pedagogue insists that children 
do "look up" to teachers and that it "does 
make a difference what a teacher says 
and does." 


Though Mrs. Stahl believes teachers are 


the most valuable segment of society and 
wants her profession to advance in status 
and to receive higher salaries, she says 
she would not join a teachers' union. "I 
would never go out on strike," she vowed, 
"as I would not want my children to think 
I wouldn't teach them — even for one 
day — because I wanted more money." 


H O W E V E R , NAOMI sympathizes 


strongly with her fellow teachers and their 
financial problems. "My salary is supple- 
mentary," she said, "and it must be espe- 
cially difficult for some of our men teach- 
ers to raise families on their salaries." 


As citizen, parent and taxpayer, as well 


as teacher, Mrs. Stahl ponders the ques- 


tions of taxes, teachers wages and federal 
aid to education. 


"I realize we pay the taxes, but I feel 


that federal aid has been helpful." 


While applauding advances in education 


offered in this area, Mrs. Stahl wishes for 
even more change and progress. She 
wants the present classroom of 30 whittled 
to 20. Starting at first grade level, she ad- 
vocates a change of teachers at least twice 
weekly, hopefully more often. 


KIDS NEED a mother image to a cer- 


tain degree, but will benefit (as will the 
teachers) from the change." 


She explained that she is a better sci- 


ence teacher, whereas another teacher 
may be more proficient in literature and 
another in spelling or reading, 


"Teachers should work together" is her 


credo. 


The first grade pupil in Naomi Stahl's 


classroom encounters flexible but con- 
sistent discipline. First graders are self- 
oriented and must develop self-discipline 
and learn to operate within a group, she 
explained. "But," Naomi admitted, "the 
hardest thing for me to say to a child is 
'Be quietf " 


Dark-eyed Naomi, who laughed at but 


agreed to the suggestion she is a "swing- 
ing" teacher, feels although her classroom 
may not be the quietest in the school, it is 
a rewarding one. Mrs. Stahl's students are 
allowed to converse without disturbing 


classmates, never lose recess privileges, 
are not required to write repetitive sen- 
tences and rarely are punished as a group. 


"MY STRONGEST discipline is a 10 


minute talk after school," says the teacher 
who wants her pupils to learn to accept 
freedom with responsibility. 


Energetic and talented, Naomi likes to 


be "where the action is" and confesses she 
and husband Edward ("who is just won- 
derful!") have many young friends. Mrs. 
Stahl has played violin in the Harper Col- 
lege Orchestra and recently attended her 
first rehearsal in the DuPage Symphony 
Orchestra. An assistant Girl Scout leader, 
she enjoys a lively interest in the "gener- 
ation gap." She doesn't mind "protest" if 
the protestors know why they are protest- 
ing and stay within the law. 


"It is morally wrong to violate the rights 


of others, "says this teacher who believes 
in freedom of expression within the bound- 
aries of self-discipline. 


"NO ONE IS perfect. With proper atti- 


tudes and recognition of the important hu- 
man element, we can develop tolerance 
for the weaknesses and shortcomings of 
others." 


Using this criteria, Naomi Stahl at- 


tempts to treat each student as an individ- 
ual with different background, personality, 
age and capabilities. She loves her job! 


"If I got paid twice as much working in 


an office, I still wouldn't work in an office. 
I love teaching too much,."

Among these groups is the N'orthwest 


Lyric Opera Guild. As its name implies, 
the basic reason for the group's existence 
is the support of the Chicago Lyric Opera. 
Thn support comes from the selling of sub- 
scriptions and from the nominal Guild fee 
which is required for membership in the 
northwest chapter. 


FAR BEYOND their initial reason for 


existence, however, is what the group ac- 
complishes in furthering the interest of op- 
era throughout the locale. 


Through operalogues and more intensive 


study groups, the meml>ership of North- 
west Lyric Opera Guild strives to develop 
public appreciation for the opera, and to 
increase public awareness of how readily 
available opera is 


Operalogues are sketches of operas — 


selections chosen so that they yield a fa- 
miliarization with an opera. Northwest 
Lyric Opera Guild schedules a particular 
operalogue before that opera opens in Chi- 
cago. 


Conducting the operalogues are club 


members with anywhere from no music 
background to some professional singing 
experience. An enthusiasm for the subject 
is a primary requisite for a club member 
who considers presenting an operalogue. 
Then what naturally follows is a curiousity 
to delve into resources concerning the au- 
thor — Ma person and his purpose — the 
opera's story line, characterization, anec- 
dotes about stars who are known for their

This is not to say that professionals have 


not made their appearances before the 
Northwest Lyric Opera Guild. Among 
guest performers were Robert Gaj and 
the Northwest Opera Workshop 
from 


Northwestern 
University. Other guests 


have included music teachers and profes- 
sional singers. 


Operalogues, however, are not the sole 


source of Northwest Lyric Oper activity. 
The group has been instrumental in en- 
couraging the Palatine public library to 
develop its music department. During op- 
era week last year the library set up spec- 
cial displays and now has a collection of 
librettos. 


APPROACHING surrounding libraries 


to encourage the development of a music 
department, and specifically an opera col- 
lection, is the job of the club's educational 
chairman. 


Also under this chairmanship comes the 


club's efforts in the local schools and 
choirs. The programs are light and airy 
ones such as selections from "Carmen," 
aimed at giving the youngsters the tools 
with which to enjoy opera. 


According to Mrs. Sutton, the students 


have enjoyed these programs immensely, 
wanting to know when the group would re- 
turn. Similar receptions were

POISON IVY has hogged the spotlight 


but chrysanthemums, daisies, feverfew, 
philodendrons, nettles and buttercups can 
be equally irritating, according to Dr. Al- 
bert H. Slepyan, University of Illinois der- 
matologist. He calls these plants "bad ac- 
tors" — botanical irritants which provoke 
skin and eye reactions in sensitized 
people. The irritating chemicals may be 
anywhere in the plant, from leaf to tuber, 
and the poison capacity depends upon the 
weather, the season, the terrain and the 
stage of development. Worst of all, once a 
person develops a sensitivity to one plant, 
he's likely to become sensitive to other ir- 
ritant plants as well. 


Start soon to take your garden indoors 


with cuttings of your favorites. Whole 
house plants that have been summering 
outdoors may become gangly, besides 
being potential carriers of nematodes and 
other outdoor soil pests. Roofings for the 
beginner are almost guaranteed with the 
many new planting aids on the market. 
Use presoaked pressed peat disks or ver- 
miculite as your growing medium in a six- 


inch flower pot that later can be enclosed 
in a two-quart plastic freezer bag Take 
cuttings from roses and spring-flowering 
shrubs when the new stems are no longer 
succulent but have not yet become hard. 
Boxwood cutting can be taken at any sea- 
son, but some evergreens — holly, yew, 
arborvitae and juniper — root in late fall 
or early winter, after growth has slowed. 


MAKE A SLANT cut through the stem 


two to six inches from the tip. Strip leaves 
from the lower half of each cutting, and on 
one side, scrape off a thin sliver of the 
outer bark. Then dip the base of the stem 
in rooting powder, shake off excess and 
insert to half its length m the rooting me- 
dium. Water lightly, expose to daylight, 
but not direct sun, and enclose in plastic 
bag. From then on — no water, no care 
until the cuttings "take" (from two weeks 
to two months). Plants which root easily 
are ivy, colons, impatiens, fuchsia, gera- 
nium, philodendron, diffenbachia. Real 
green thumbers may welcome a challenge 
in boxwood, azalea, rose, or rhododendron.

The OOP's Ellv Peterson 


Best Woman Pro in Politics 


by MARGL'EIUTK DAVIS 


WASHINGTON (UPI) - Her name is 


Elly Peterson, and most Republicans will 
tell you she is the best woman pro in poli- 
ticsm 


As assistant chairman of tho GOP Na- 


tional Committee, shi> serves as liaison 
with the White House and government 
agencies on patronage, a brand now as- 
signment for that position But she is ac- 
customed to marking new paths. 


GOP National Chairman Rogers C. B 


Morton, who chose her for the post, said it 
was an easy selection As he said in in- 
troducing her at a recent committee meet- 
ing, 
everyone he 
consulted 
recom- 


mended Mrs. Peterson as the most ef- 
ficient, the most knowledgeable and the 
most likeable. 


"Now 
that I have had the privilege of 


working with Elly, I find that even her 
most ardent lxx>stor underestimated her," 
he said. "She is great." 


OTHER GOP spokesmen have com- 


mended her method of operation. 


"She thinks like a man," one said 
Asked by UPI in an interview if 
this 


were 
true, 
Mrs. Peterson, a twinkle in 


her eye, replied: 


"I think like a man thinks men think." 
Mrs. Peterson sat at a cluttered desk. 


There were two telephones colored what 
has been described unkindly as "tenement 
beige," a dictaphone, a couple of unopened 
boxes, and untidy piles of paper from one 
end of the desk to the other. 


She wore a bright blue dress that 


brought out the color of her eyes, and an 
elephant pin of rhinestones. Her gray hair 
was casually disarranged, as befits any 
woman in her mid-50s at the end of a busy 
day. 


In answering UPI's questions, her re- 


plies were incisive, her opinions firm 


"The feminine point of view just won't 


work," she said. "I've advised women to 
do the work men don't want to do—to 
work harder at it and do a better job." 


MRS. 
PETERSON HAS been doing just 


that since she joined the Young Republi- 
cans in Oak Park, 111., in 193C, a year be- 
fore her marriage to Col. William M. Pe- 
terson — "One of the happiest marriages 
ever." She was less charmed by the YR's 
with whom she worked in the ill-fated 
presidential campaign of Gov. Alfred M. 
Landon of Kansas. 


"We passed out political literature not 


really knowing what we were doing," she 
said. "Young people are so much smarter 
now than we were, know more about world 
affairs. I don't recall I had the eagerness 
they have." 


The Petersons moved to Michigan in 


1939, and during World War II served in 
Europe. She worked for the American Red 
Cross, he was in military service. She took 
up politics in earnest when they returned 
to Michigan. 


HER WORK IN organizing GOP women 


is credited with being a vital factor in 
Goerge Romney's gubernatorial campaign 
victory in 1962, which ended 14 years of 
state Democratic rule. 


Mrs. Peterson also: 
—Was the first woman to be elected a 


ROCK HUDSON, as the commander 
of a U.S. nuclear submarine, surren- 
ders a strategic space capsule to 
Rus- 


sian colonel All 
Kjellin in a con- 


frontation at the North Pole in the sus- 
penseful adventure "Ice Station Ze- 
bra," now at the Arlington Theatre. 


State Chairman in her party (that was in 
1905). 


—W;is the first woman in the National 


GOP chain of command to be designated 
as the person 
through 
whom 
all pa- 


tronage requests are to be routed. 


—Conceived the idea of Action Now, a 


program intended to reclaim the ghettos 
of Detroit. 


She seems proudest of the latter. She 


believes it to be at least one answer to 
President Nixon's inaugural statement: 


"Our 
greatest need now is to reach be- 


yond government, to enlist the legions of 
the concerned and committed '' 


THE SUCCESS OF the AN program in 


Detroit let to similar projects at Hartford, 
Conn , and Dallas, and Mrs. Peterson 
hopes for six more by August The plan is 
based on what she considers "the over- 
whelming domestic problem of this gener- 
ation, the crisis of our cites."

national committee, must be lo- 


cated in the heart of the neighborhood to 
be served, and must be staffed by resi- 
dents of the area. 


"A major goal will be to enlist the help 


of experts and develop well trained work- 
ers," Mrs. Peterson said. "This is not an 
area for amateurs or dilettantes; success 
depends on professionalism." 


Detroit's Action Center was launched 


with no political label, but the program 
was so successful that w<.s changed. It 
now is counted as a GOP asset. 


"WE 
ELIMINATED political 
con- 


nections because the Republican 
Party 


didn't have a good image in the inner 
city," she said. "But we found out people 
don't care what your politics are as long 
as you help them with their problems." 


The Detroit program last year included 


a summer camp for ghetto children and it 
will again in 1970. A site could not be lined 
up this year and the gap was filled by 
establishing little league baseball teams. 


"We found people to work two evenings 


a week with 40 teams, and we could have 
used more," Mrs. Peterson said. 


The GOP committee's No. 2 official tra- 


ditionally has handled party women's ac- 
tivities, a responsibility retained by Mrs.

Reid, 111., and Catherine May, Wash., com- 
plained to President Nixon that not enough 
women were in top jobs i nhis adminis- 
tration. They stormed into this office by 
invitation, and emerged beaming. 


They professed surprise to learn how 


many women held top administration posi- 
tions. Mrs. Peterson, however, will have 
the continuing responsibility for working 
with the lady lawmakers on the problem. 


She has put together a list of several 


hundred 
competent women who are 


available for federal appointment. But she 
also noted that most of the adminis- 
tration's glamor jobs were filled before 
she took her present position. 


Mrs. Peterson's hold over patronage ex-

That's why you had 26-and 27-year old 
guys on the college ballclubs for a few 
years after the wars (World War II and 
the Korean War) 


"Semi-pro has never been real heavy in 


Chicago The strongest league was the 
Connie Mack. It was mostly old-timers 
and you'd forget about them because they 
were too old to sign You used to scout the 
college kids then but now you scout the 
high school kids because the college kids 
go right in the army " 


There was also a lack of identification 


with the players. The whole town knew the 
members of the team when Arlington 
Heights was smaller but as the town grew, 
this wasn't possible 


Semi-pro baseball in Arlington Heights 


breathed it's last breath with Black's 
Boosters. They appeared shortly after the 
dissolution of the Redwings but could last 
only until 1959. 


The Boosters, which used mainly young- 


er players, folded due to a lack of both fan 
interest and a sponsor. 


AND SO IT was done. The cycle had 


been completed. The birth and death was 
finished. 


Will it rise again? 
Bud Bliunenthal, present player-coach of 


the Skokie Indians, seems to think so. He 
sees an upswing in semi-pro baseball due 
to the number of kids in the Little Leagues 
and the sudden "resurgence to keeping 
yourself in good physical condition. I think 
there will be a return to organized 
sports," he said. 


And while he concedes that "baseball is 


not really a great spectator sport unless 
you really know the game," he believes 
there will be more hitting in future years 
and thus more fan interest. 


But 88-year old Hertel has a somewhat 


different idea. To him, the solution to the 
problem is a difficult, if not impossible, 
one. 


"By golly, I haven't got any remedy," 


he said. 


"To get people to come to a ballgame, of 


course you've got to have a good attrac- 
tion. It would be a tremendous under- 
taking to bring back baseball in this town 
or any other town. Another thing is you'd 
have to get the other towns Interested or 
you'd have nobody to play. All the condi- 
tions are against it. If would be a tre- 
mendous job to bring back local baseball. 


"IF YOU ASKED a merchant to buy • 


uniform for a local team, he would prob- 


ably hesitate. I don't know how much 
those things cost but I just doubt if he'd 
support it. There isn't any community 
backing anymore. Even though the town is 
bigger and the facilities are better, the 
people just don't seem to care." 


Even though the North Shore area — 


and most of Illinois — is full of boys' base- 
ball organizations, there is a great lack of 
organized baseball for the older, non-pro- 
fessional players. 


"That's what I don't understand," Her- 


tel said. "There's all those kids who 
played in high school and aren't playing 
anymore. They must have just quit play- 
ing." 


So semi-pro baseball appears dead. In- 


deed, it looks to be breathing it's last 
breath in many areas of the state. But 
perhaps its not really all over. Ask Blu- 
menthal, the 50-year-old who two years 
ago hit an incredible .585 in the Central 


States League
